The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senals
anrd assembly, do enact as follows :

SxcrioN 1. The inhabitantsof the district incloded
within the following limits and boundaries, to-wit:
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The east balf of the northeast quarter of -section num- Boondaries
ber thirty four, the soutbeast quarter of section number
thirty four, and the north-east quarter of the south-
west quarter of section number thirty-four and so
much of the southeast quarter of the southwest quar-
ter of section number thirty four as is included Scott’s
addition, uod the southwest quarter of nortbeast quar-
ter, and southeast quarter of northwest quarter of sec-
tion number thirty-four, all of section nurmber thirty-
five, in town number two north, range seven east, and
fracticnal lots number one, two, three, four, five, six,
eleven and twelve of section two, in town number
one, range seven east, and fractional lot one, two,
three, six, seven, eight, nine, ten and eleven of section
three, town one, range seven east, in the county of
Green and state of Wiszonsin, are hereby declared a
body corporate and palitic under the name and style
of the “city of Moonroe,” and by that name shall be
capible of contracting and being contracted with, of

FIRE DEPARTMENT. s

SecrioN 56. The common council, for the purpose Fire depart-
of guarding against the calamities of fire, shall have ™%
the power to prescribe the limits within which wooden'
buildings or buildiogs of other materials that shall not
be considered fire proof, shall not be erected or repaired,
and to direct that all and every building within the
limits prescribed shall be made and constructed of fire

roof materials, and to prohibit the repairing or re-

uilding of wooden buildings within the fire limits,
where the same shall have been damaged to the extent
of fifty per cent. of the value thereof, and to prescribe
the manper of ascertaining such damage, and to pre-
scribe the penalties for the violation of any resolution
or ordinance passed under this section.

require the inhabitants to provide as many fire buckets,
and in such mauner and time as they shall prescribe,
and to regulate the use of them in time of fire; to
regulate and prevent the carrying on of manufactures
dangerous in causing or promoting fire; to regulate
snd prevent the use of fireworks and firearms; to com-.
pel the owners and occupants of buildings to have
scuttles in the roof and stairs or ladders leading to the
same; to authorize the mayor, aldermen, fire wardens,
and other officers of the city to keep away from the
vicinity of a fire, all idle and suspected persons, and to
compel all bystanders to aid in the extinguishment of
fires, and in the preservation of property exposed to
danger thereat, and generally to establish such regula-
tions for the prevention and extinguishment of fires as
the common council may deem expedient, and to pro-
vide penalties for the violation of any resolution or or-
dinance passed under this section. .

SectioN 68. The common council shall have full Purchase dre
power to purchase fire engines, and other fire appara- )
tus, and to authorize the formation of fire engine, hook
and ladder and hose companies, and to provide for the
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due and proper support and regulation of the same,
and to order such companies to be disbanded and their
meetings to be prohibited and their apparatus to be
delivered up. Each company shall not exceed seventy
able bodied men between the ages of eighteen and
fifty years, and may elect its own officers, except chief
engineer and assistant engioeer, who shall be appointed
by the coun<il, and form its own by-laws, not inconsis-
tent with the lawe of the state or the ordinance and
regulations of said city, and shall be formed only by
voluntary enlistments. Every member of said com-
pany hereby authorized to be formed shall be exempt
irom highway work and poll tax and from serving on
juries, and military duty except in case of war, insur-
rection or invasion, daring the continuance of euch
membership; and any person having served for the
term of ten years in either of such companies shall be
forever thereafter exempt from poll tax and military
and jury duty, except as in cases before mentioned.

SkcrioN 59. The mayor shall appoint two fire
wardens for each ward subject to confirmation by the
common council, who shalf perform such duties as the
common council may prescribe, and they may av any
time enter into any building, house, store, barn or en-
closure for the purpose of inspecting the same.

SecrioN 60. One half of the net proceeds of all
fines and penslties recovered and collected forthe breach
of any ordinance, by-law or regulation made in pursu-
ance of this chapter, shall be paid by the city treas-
urer to the fire department.

SkcrioN 61. When any person shall refuse to obey
the lawful order of any engineer, fire warden or alder-
man of the city, the mayor or city marshal, at any fire,
it shall be lawful forthe officer giving such order to
arrest, or direct orally the marshal, constable or watch-
man or any citizen to arrest such person, and to confine
him temporarily in any safe place until such fire shall
be extinguished, and 10 the same manuer such officers
or any of them, may arrest or direct the arrest and con-
finement of any person at such fire who shall be intox-
icated or disurderly; any person whoshall refuse to ar-
rest or aid in arresting any person so refusing shall be
liable to such penalty as the common council may pre-
scribe, not exceeding twenty dollais.

SecrioN 62. The common council shall have
power to organize a sack company, or to countenance
any such company now organized, which shall be
known by such names as they may select, and shall
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oonsist of not more than thirty members. Such com-
pany shall constitute a part of the fire department, and
at fires shall be subject to the control of the engineers ;
the members of the said company either collectively or
individually, are hereby authorized and empowered to
act as aspecial police in and for the city of Mooroe,
and are hereby vested with all the power and authority
which now is or may hereafier be vested in any other
police officer of said city, and shall be entitled to all
the rights and immunities of members of the fire de-
partment, except exemption from jury duty. At
fires they shall take charge of all property which may
be exposed or endungered, and shall, as far as may be
in their power, preserve the same from injury or des-
truction; such company may, from time to time,
adopt such by-laws as they may deem necessary, not
inconsistent with the laws of this state or the ordinan-
ces of said city. The members thereof shall not be
entitled to any cormpensation for any services rendered
in their official capacity. They shall, in case of riot or
other disturbances of the peace, have access to all
licensed places of amusement in the city, and shall
perform such services as may be necessary for the
peace aod good order of the same.

Section 4269 of the revised statutes of
tbe year A. D. 1878, is bereby amended by adding
thereto, at the end thereof the following ; provided, that
in all actions hereafter commenced, when the defend-
ant shall have in gcod faith acquired a title to and eo-
tered upon the Jand under the ssme, believing such
title to be valid and shall bave cut the timber there:
from under such circumstances, then the plaintiff, if
he shall recover, shall recover only the actual damage
sustained by reason of such cutting. The defendant
in his anawer shall state the facts upon which be relies
to establish euch claim of title, aud the burden of
proof shall be on the delendant. .
